It Provides for Additional Copies of School Laws and 


Decisions Which Were Cut Down Last Sesaon.

Dunbar Member's School Sanitation 


Bill Has Passed the House Finally 
and Has Been Introduced in the Sen- 
at«—Rece« All Next Went;.

HARRISBURG, Feb. 15.—Represen- 


tative John S. Carroll ol Dunbar had 
a sharp fight on his hands in the 
House just before 
adjournment 
for 


the election recess which was taUon 
yesterday "when the bill Authorizing 
the annual publication o£ 10,000 addi- 
tional copies of the report o£ the Sup- 
erintendent of Public Instruction and 
25,000 additional copies biennially Jl 
School Laws and Decisions came up 
for third reading. 


The Inst Legislature passed an act, 


signed by Governor Pennypackcr 'Ap- 
ril 17,1905, which reducod the number 
ot copies of the report from 18,600 
each year to 6,100 and the number of 
lawa and decisions from 52,000 to 24,- 
600. Shortly alter the present session 
of the Legislature convened Mr. .Car- 
roll prepared. a bill, which he intro- 
duced January 29, providing that the 
additional number of copies noted bu 
Issued and distributed free.
